dry mixes for biscuits, muffins and 
ecakes—that is to say mixes to 
which only liquid and perhaps an 
egg need be added—are becoming 
more popular every day, especially 
among city dwellers who haven't 
the room or facilities for extensive 
cookery. 

So perhaps you may be interest- 
ed to know—as I was-—that the 
United States Department of Agri- 
calture is advocating “home-made” 
dry mixes of various kinds. By 
using sach mixes, it is said that 
food values are greatly increased. 
Im fact, one noted home economist, 
comparing biscuits made with the 
mix with some done according to 
standard recipes, fdund the former 
50 per cent. richer in protein and 
at least 300 per cent. higher in cal- 
ciam and riboflavin—both very im- 
portant to health. 

So first I'm giving you the basic 
biscuit mix, together with « couple 
of suggestions for its use. It can 
also be used for meat-pie toppings 
and in countless other different 
ways.

& Cups aifted enriched flour 

1 cup non-fat (skim) dry milk 

% cup baking powder 

3 teaspoons salt

On the other half, cut quarter-inch 
strips from edge of ‘dough toward 
filling, using knife or pastry wheel. 
Fold these strips over meat mix- 
ture, twisting strips across meat. 
Pinch strip to edge of meat-covered 
daugh. 

Put individual twists on baking 
aheet and bake at 375° F. for 25 
te 30 minutes. Yield: Six servings 
ef two biscuits each. For filling, use 
any well-scasoned combination of 

cooked meat and cooked 
vegetables, held together with me- 
dium white sauce.

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The muffin mix, which comes 
from the same source, preduces 
muffins that are considerably super- 
jor in protein and calcium to those 
baked according to most standard 
recipes.

Method: Sit flour, baking powder 
and salt together three times.

Beat egg whites 
until stiff, but not dry; gradually 
beat in remaining %% cup. sugar, 
beating after each addition until 
mixture stands in peaks.

Immediately the 
cakes are baked, invert pans and 
allow cakes to hang, suspended, 
until cold (to “hang” cakes, rest 
rim of inverted pan on three in- 
verted egg cups or coffee cups). 
Put cold cakes together with sweet- 
ened, crushed strawberries; top 
with lightly sweetened and flayored 
whipped cream and garnish with 
whole strawberries.

Habakkuk Teaches Trust In God 


Habakkuk 1:1-4, 12, 13; 2:1-4; 
3:17-19. 

Golden “Text:— Yet 1 will rejoice 
in the Lord, I will joy in the God 
of my salvation—Habakkuk 3:18. 


The Chaldean kingdom. had be- 
come the dominating power in the 
world when Habakkuk uttered his 
prophecy. He was perplexed. Why 
was there so much injustice in "the 
world? Why were the wicked per- 
mitted to catch the -righteous in 
their net and devour them? Why 
didn't God do something about it? 
Many of us have asked the same 
question, 

God enlarged the vision of Ha- 
bakkuk. He saw that “The just 


‘shall live by faith,” and God will 


ultimately execute judgment in the 
earth. “The earth shall be filled with 
the knowledge of the glory of the 
Lord, as the waters over the sea.”

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Scots To Raise 
‘Reindeer For Meat 


It is imteresting to learn that a 
plan is under consideration by the 
Department of Agriculture in Scot- 
land to introduce. reindeer into the 
Highlands. Reindeer meat is said 
to be more tender, less dry than 
veuison, ° 

The plan has been put forward 
by Mr. Mikel Utsi, owner of large 
herds in North Sweden. Mr, Utsi 
las found that crofters whom he 
has approached welcome his plan. 
Hé is ready to provide «an initial 
herd of 25 animals. He would pay 
for their transport and look after 
them himself, and would train croft- 
ers to do the herding during a trial 
period.. And he would pay the rent 
for suitable pasturage. 

The Department of Agriculture 
for Scotland is considéring the pos- 
sibility of a trial herd on one of the 
islands off the Scottish coast. There 
the animals could be studied at 
close range, ang the likelihood of 
disease investigated. But there has 
been no disease among the vast 
Scandinavian herds for over fifty 
years, *. 

When the trial herd has under- 
gone such a period of quarantine, 
the department might consifér ihe 
farther possibility of establishing a 
herd in some remote part of the 
mainland where there would be no 
interference with the maintenance 
ot cattle and sheep, or even red 
deer 

In any event, reindeer live chiefly 
on lichens, which are to be found 
among heather stalks. Mr. Utsi has 
discovered what the herdsmen call 
“reindeer moss” among potentially 
suitable areas which he has visited 
—especially in large tracts of Suth- 
erland and Cairngornis. Indeed, it 
is pointed out that reindeer could 
thrive in districts at present* valued 
only as of interest for tourists. 

Undoubtedly there would be a 
ready market, too, for the nides. Up 
to the outbreak of war, reindeer 
skins of quality—for the manufac- 
ture of gloves and handbags—were 
brought from Alaska, being prod- 
ucts. of the offspring of herds orig- 
inally imported from Scandinavia. 

The animal can maintain a speed 
of nine or 10 miles an hour for a 
long time, and can casily draw a 
weight of 200 pounds besides a sled. 
Almost every part of a dead animal 
is used in some way. 

Actually, the import of reindeer 
into Great Britain would be a return 
heme. 

Reindeer roamed the forests of 
Scotland up to the twelfth century. 
And it was the destruction of these 
forests by fire that presumably pre- 
vented reindeer from being still as 
much at home in the Highlands of 
Scotland as in Scandinavia.

A Run For Your Money 


One can grow an amazing lot of 
vegetables in even a tiny plot of 


ground. A vegetable garden 10 
feet by 20, with a little planning 
and double cropping, will yield 
many meals. In the, very small 
vegetable’ garden one is wise to 
forget those bulky or spreading 
sort of things like potatocs, corn, 


squash, or pease. One should con- > 


centrate. on beans, carrots, beets, 
spinach, radish, lettuce, possibly a 
half-dozen staked tomatoes and per- 
haps a hill or two of cucumbers 
trained over the boundary fence. 
None of these vegetables can take 
up much room. Beans, beets and 
carrots, for instance, can be grown 
in rows only a foot apart, and 10 
feet of any of them will produce 
many meals for the average family. 
With some of the very early things 
like lettuce, radish and spinach 
double cropping can be practised. 
Plant these in rows, say, 18 inches 
apart, with rows of the later things 
—heets, beans, carrots, parsnips, 
etc..—in between.

Building Up A Garden 

There are few soils or locations 
in Canada where a garden is not 
possible. Even if the soil is very 
heavy, wet, sticky clay and as flat 
as a pancake, with a little patience 
and planning it can be turned into 
a fair garden. It may be necessary 
and profitable to have it tile-drained 
sa that it will get rid of surface 
water quickly. In most cases a few 
open drains, or merely a furrow or 
two, will be sufficient. Both heavy 
and very light soil too will be 
vastly improved by digging or plow- 
ing in nure and green materials 
like a cover crop of oats, peas, ry¢, 
clover, etc. Even a good crop of 
weeds will help if dug under. All 
waste matter like pea pods, carrot 
tops, corn stalks, etc., should be 
saved and dug in or piled up just 
in a compost heap to rot and then 
spread over the garden. The rotted 
vegetables refuse dug in adds what 
is technically known as humus, 
puts some body into the soil so 
it will hold moisture better.

Paths and Driveways 


A winding path adds interest to 
any garden, even where it may not 
be absolutely necessary. But it 
should not be foo obvious, and if 
one wants a curve or two then 
there should be some excuse for 
that curve, such as a tree or group 
of shrubbery. What the path will 
be made of will depend upon how 
much traffic and what materials 
are available. Good firm sod will 


even carry a car. For more pet- 
manent results and heavier traffic, 
flag stones, bricks, crushed cinders 
or well packed gravel are all suit- 
able. Where these act as drive- 
ways as well and carry heavy traf- 
fic some foundation and drainage 
are advisable. Coarse gravel of 
cinders or crushed stone will do 
very well. ; 

To keep down weeds in drive- 
ways. there are many good weed 
killers on the market. To lay the 
dust common salt and old car oil 
can be used and they have the 
additionad advantages’ of binding 
the gravel or cinder and discourag~ 
ing frost.

Bailey, a veterinarian, who goes on 
to. say that if the home-applied 
medicines do what they are sup- 
posed to do for a sick animal, little 
or nothing is ever heard of the 
matter. r

“But let one fail, and the owner 
grumbles. If, as sometimes hap- 
pens, the medicine makes # condi- 
tion worse of even causes death, a 
howl often goes up that can be 
heard clear across the county. 
However, the medicine is seldom 
to blame so much as the man who 
treats the animal. This is because 
most of our best remedies are also 
poisons and capable of doing real 
damage if improperly used.”

Consider what happened to some 
steers in Texas. 

Solutions containing 1 per cent 
of white arsenic once were used as 
dips for killing skin parasites such 
as mange mites and lice on large 
animals.

This drug is supposed to be fed 
as one per cent. of one day's dry 
grain ration for the removal of 
worms from pigs. Farmers are re- 
peatedly cautioned against using it 
in wet feeds, but every so often, it 
is mixed with slop, and some pigs 
are poisoned as a result. This hap- 
pens because the fluoride settles to 
the bottom of such mixtures, and 
the last of the slop consequently 
contains most of the poisonous 
drug. The unfortunate porkers 
that get these dregs are seldom 
around to go to market with the 
rest of the pigs because they soon 
die.

Deaths also may result if the feed 
contains 10 per cent. or 15 per cent. 
or more, instead of the recommend- 
ed one per cent. After all, fluorine is 
as much of a deadly poison as its 
sinister elements, iodine , and 
chlorine. 

* * * 

Even the many different highly 
publicized sulfa drugs can cause 
trouble if not given in carefully 
estimated doses over short. periods 
of time. Such overdosing lowers 
natural resistance through decreas- 
ing the normal number of ‘ white 
blood cells in the body, and the 
collection of sulfa crystals in the 
kidneys does irreparable damage. 
So, the calf that died in spite of “all 
the sulfas we put in” may have 
died because of the drugs and not 
because of their failure to .control 
disease.

Other examples might well be 
cited, but the foregoing will give 
you an idea of how mishaps may 
occasionally be associated with 
medicines, Accident sometimes hap- 
medicines. Accidents sometimes 
happen even when the most careful 
and best veterinarian is treating an 
animal, Therefore, it is reasonable 
tu assume that mishaps will occur 
a lot oftener when skilled help is 
not available. If and when they 
do, maybe the medicines won't be 
to blame at all, sq watch your step 
when using them.

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Old-Time Secrets

Because we can fly faster than 


the speed of sound, we ‘are apt to 


think that thert are ‘no secrets 
known to the ancients that are 
hidden from us. But there are. 
Modern generations have not pro- 
duced ‘a mathematician the like of 
Archimedes. Wher. Marcellus at- 
tacked Syracuse, the authorities 


implored Archimedes to wee—his— 


great mathematical’ knowledge to 
help repel the invaders,  Archi- 
medes despised applied mathe- 
matics. Yet he applied his know- 
ledge of levers and pulleys so 
effectively that he launched a 
fully loaded ship single-handed: de- 
Signed super-catapults that hurled 
stones weighing a quarter of a ton 
on the invasion fleet, and cranes 
that seized ships, spun them round 
and sank or dashed them against 
jagged cliffs. 

Who knows what wisdom was 
lost when the library of Alexandria 
was sacked and burned Six books 
we have of Euclid; what secrets 
did those contain that were des- 
troyed, 


We hold various theories about 
the way in which the Pyramids 
were built, bow the vast blocks of 
stone were hoisted one on top of 
the other; but no one knows -for 
certain, 


In India there were even better 
mathematicians thaw either in 
ancient Egypt or Greece. They 
designed the great stone pagoda 
of Tanjore, nine hundred years 
ago. It is an immense pillar-like 
affair rising 216 feet—and crown- 
ing it is a massive block of granite 
weighing eighty tons. How did it 
get there? 

What knowledge did they have 
which we do not now possess when 
they built the 238-foot Kutab-Minar 
Tower, near Delhi, erected at the 
whim of the monarch as a vantage 
point from which his. daughter 
could view the holy River Jumna? 
For eight hundred years it has 
resisted sandstorms and _ violent 
rain; extremes of heat and cold; yet 
the surface is as perfect as when 
built, © i 

Many modern ideas are not as 
new as we imagine. In 1943. it 
Was announced in triumph that 
“refrigeration is being used in a 
new shockless, drugless, almost 
bloodless surgery. Ice numbs the 
nerves that carry the reaction of a 
wound to the brain and helps to 
prevent shock, which is one of the 
chief dangers of an operation, Also, 
as . bacteria are living creatures, 
cold inhibits their growth and 
spread through an infected wound.” 

lf we turn back the clock many 
centuries, we find Hippocrates, the 
Father of Medicine, was using ice 
and snow to numb limbs before 
operating! 

Since the first world war, plaster 
of Paris has heen widely ‘used 
for the immobilization of broken 
bones. It was hailed as something 
entirely new. But the aborigines 
of South Australia, the oldest 
living members of the human race, 
have encased broken limbs in clay 
for centuries. Another innovation 
is the use of tiny clips instead of 
stitches for holding together the 
edges of wounds. But cxplorers 
tell us that South American Indians 
do the same thing in a. different 
way, 

They collect large ants with 
powerful jaws. Then they press 
the edges of the wound together 
and place ants on it. Thée 
insects clip. their strong jews into 
the edges of the wound, effec- 
tively closing it, after which the 
“sutgeon” cuts off the bodies ' of 
the ants. 

Scientists at Cambridge are now 
investigating old superstitions be- 
cause they believe that many have 
a sound foundation. Much old lore 
has been preserved by gipsies. 

Recently, a young soldier blinded 
at Dunkirk by the concussion of a

home in Cardiff wondering what 
fate had in store for him, when 
a gipsy, who had wandered in to 
sell something, turned to his father, 
“Why does the young man sit so 
aimlessly?” 


“He is blind,” explained the 


father, and related the story” 


“I know how to help him,” volun- 


té@red the gipsy. “Get some white 


fiowers of elderberry. - Put them 
ina si¢ve and pour boiling water 
over them. When cool, sauirt the 
Water into his eyes three ‘times a 
day.” 

THe father was dubious, for sur- 
geons held no hope: for’ his son. 
However, the treatment was tried 
till the son complained that the 
lotion made his eyes smart. 

Months later the gipsy called 
and inquired after the young man. 
‘The father explained what nad hap- 
pened... “But that,” insisted the 
gipsy, “is a sign that the inflam- 
mation is being drawn out.” “So 
they persevered. 

Gradually the son began to see. 
In eighteen months his sight was 
perfoalt 

In Southern Ireland it has been 
customary for cottagers to cover 
their land with seaweed and sand, 
as fertilizer. But not all sand will 
do. They first boil a sample with 
vinegar and, if it bubbles, use it. 
If it doesn't, the sand is rejected. 
Scientists investigated this old cus- 
tom before the war and found 
that sand that bubbled contained 
calcium carbonate, and that if 
boiled with vinegar, which con- 
tains acetic acid, it will bubble. 
Calcium carbonate is good fdr 
crops. _ \ 

Blackleg is a terrible cattle dis- 
ease. But the ghgish had a way of 
immunizing tl cattle. They acut 
off the leg of/a cow that died of 
blackleg and hung it for « month 
over a peat fire. Then they cut 
off strips and inserted them under 
the skins of healthy animals—pre- 
sumably without knowing why. 

Scientists who investigated the 
custom soon realized that this was 
merely a crude way of placing the 
pure culture of blackleg germs in 
a chloroformed atmosphere, and 
then injecting them into healthy 
animals. ‘ 

The Romans bored wells to great 
depths. How, we do not know. 
They made glass that bent, but 
cid not break. Their Tyrian purple, 
inade from the shell-fish, murex, 
has not been matched for beauty. 
We know that swords made in 
Damascus could sever a hair float- 
ing in air. Whether science will be 
able to investigate the formula by 
which they were made is doubtful. 

There are many such things we 
should like to know. Professor 
Lindner discovered that in the days 
of Nebucadnezzar the Babylonians 
possessed a secret for making solid 
heer, called saviq, which they car- 
ried on long journeys. All they 
had to do was to drop a brick of 
saviq into water; when it dissolved, 
the result was beer, 


MAGNETIC CLUTCH 

Two General Electric engineers 
have improved on a magnetic-fluid 
clutch which was originally devised 
by the National Bureau of Standards 
and which, though only six inches 
long and six inches in diameter, is 
able to carry enough power to lift 
a ton 1,000 feet in a minute. Two 
metal cylinders, each able to rotate 
independently on the same axis, are 
separated by a magnetic mixture 
of oil and finely divided iron pow- 
der. When the unit is energized, the 
fluid instantly solidifies so that the 
two cylinders are held tightly to- 
gether. As one revolve$ its motion 
is transmitted to the other. The 
clutch is still in the experimental

Egerton Sykes, F.R.G.S., is “a 
member of the British Interplane- 
tary Society, Founder and Chairman 
of the Research Centre Group. Writ- 
ing in a recent issue of TitBits he 
makes the following predictions. 

Man's conquest of space, inter- 
planetary travel, and the commercial 
exploitation of the vast mineral re- 
sources believed to be waiting on 
the surface of the moon, are among 
the glittering prizes held out by 
modern scientists ifand only if— 
the nations of the worll abandon 
their dreams of ‘subjugating a few 
paltry thousand miles ofeach other's 
territory and turn instead to the 
far greater challenge of the sola 
system, > 

Even since Jules Verne envisaged 
travellers being fired in a shell 
to the moon, and H, G. Wells con- 
ceived his gravity-resisting material 
called Cavorite, the idea of visiting 
the moon has captured the imagina- 
tion of mankind. Now it seems to be 
in sight of fulfilment. Experts be- 
lieve that-a guided rocket, equipped 
with robot observers, will make the 
first tour round the moon and back 
again within the next seven years, 

Once that has been done, and the 
recorded data has been analyzed, the 
way will be wide-open for the most 
dramatic voyage of discovery in the 
world’s history—the launching of a 
giant rocket-propelled spacecraft 
which will convey a human passen- 
ger to the moon and back. 

The blue-prints for such a space- 
craft are already in existence, pre- 
pared on similar line by both Brit- 
ish and American scieptists. Their 
translation into the first actual ma- 
chine will begin only when the gov- 
ernment of one of the great powers 
decides to allocate the necessary 
£ 10,000,000. 

That estimate, huge ‘as it is; as- 
sures that most of the component 
parts would be obtainable from 
existing factories. If they had to 
be specially built, the cost would be 
as high as that of producing the 
first atom bomb, and a similar vast 
plant would be needed. 


Not unnaturally, the Germans 
were first in the field with research. 
Thea Von Harbou's famous film 
“The Girl in the Moon,” shown in 
England in the late 1902s, was based 
on the work of the German Rocket 
Society, who later pertected the V-1 
and V-2 for their assault on Britain. 
That Society has recently been re- 
formed and, in addition to the Brit- 
ish Interplanetary Society, there are 
a number of Rocket Societies in the 
US.A 

A typical blue-print for a space- 
crait designed to take a crew of 
two to the moon and back shows 
a seven-stage rocket powered by 
liquid ftluoriné, hydrapine and other 
fuels, and fitted with ejection cylin- 
ders to enable the seven parts to be 
jettisoned one after anothers during 
the journey. It is. 352 feet Jong, 
seventy-four feet round, and weighs 
over 19,000 tons. In its nose is the 
return vehicle, a supersonic glider 
weighing no more than ten tons—a 
mere twenty-five feet long with a 
wingspan of fifteen feet,

of shaking free of the earth’s grav- 
ity, an enormous amount of force is 
needed to. start the rocket on its 
journey. On the return trip the trav- 
ellers will have the earth’s gravity 
to assist them. 

And what of the physical effects 
on the first moon-travellers, of being 
ejected at 360 m.p.h. on a journey of 
240,000 miles? 

Unless the strain of acceleration 
when the rocket is launched can be 
offset by the use of inflated cush- 
ioning inside the cabin and the use 
of drugs, they would almost cer- 
tainly “black out” for perhaps the 
first three hours. They would be 
entirely dependent on the pressure 
apparatus and humidifiers to supply 
them with compressed air. 

They might encounter the danger- 
ous effects of cosmic rays beating 
on to the rocket with no external 
atmosphere to cushion them. 

Once clear of the earth's sur- 
rounding atmosphere, at a height 
of fifty miles, they would be flying 
through perpetual night in which 
the sun, lacking any atmosphere to 
diffuse its rays ,is no brighter than 
a large star and daylight ceases to 
exist, Jugt what effect on the heart, 
digestive organs and other bodily 
functions the falling off of the 
gravitational force of the earth 
would have, nobody yet knows. 

Assuming, however that the ex- 
Plorers succeeded in landing on that 
barren satellite, they would be more 
dependent upon their own resources 
than any two living creatures have 
even heen in history. 

Wearing their electrically-heated 
suits, never without their portable 
oxygen supply and air-compressors, 
they would hrve to go to work to 
build some form of shelter and grow 
atmosphere-producing plants before 
any serious study of metal and min- 
eral resources could be undertaken, 

The hazards are incalculable but 
not, I am convigced, beyond man’s 
ingenuity to overcame. And once 
the outside edge of the earth’s at- 
mosphere fringe has been ftnetrat- 
ed, still further journeys, of 240 
days each, to Mars and Venus will 
be planned. ; 

One not-far-distant day. the world 
will wait, tense with excitement 
around its raidio sets and television 
screens, for news of the first two 
moon explorers. Despite ‘the dan- 
Bers, such is the pioneer spirit of 
man that every Rocket Society has 
already the naimes of thousands of 
volunteers whose ambition in life 
is to take the first step in man’s 
caoyquest of space. 


BIG METEORITE

‘The ice cream seller sued him for 
disorderly conduct and the man was 
fined $10, whereupon the seiler him- 
self was sued for $25,000 on the 
grounds that the dissatisfied gusto- 
mer suffered a recurrence of heart 
trouble and damage to his reputa- 
tion through the incident. 

He capped this claim with an- 
other one for an additional $7,500 
for mental anxiety caused by riding 
in a police van, loss of earnings, 
and medical. expenses.

People sue other people for extra- 
ordinary reasons, and sometimes 
judgment is given in their favor. 
There 1s a case on fecord in which 
an American jury, trying a man for 
grand larceny, was sent to a hotel 
to spend the night. Next morning 
they returned to caurt and found 
the man guilty. Two days later, 
the court received a bill from the 
hotel for a long list of articles stolen 
by the jury! 

A settlement for an, undisclosed 
amount was announced at Stafford 
Assizes in an action by a miner who 
was struck on the head by 2 cricket 
hall hit for six on a cricket club 
ground, 


The defence stated that the plain- 
tiff was hit on the head in a public 
road by a cricket ball “which was 
most magnificently hit for six and 
cleared either one or two pavilions, 
according to which side of evidence 
you accept. Defendants feel he suf- 
fered great misfortune and are glad 
to make amends.” 


Not long ago, a sensation was 
caused by a case in which .a man 
who stepped off the curb into the 
road without looking was ordered to 
pay $9,000 damages for causing the 
death of a pillion rider. In giving 
judgment, the judge said that he 
thought when the pedestrian step- 
ped off the pavement his mind was 
on something else, and he did what 
people often do when hooted at— 
he did not stop, look and listen—but 
hesitated and then went on. 


The pedestrian was in the wrong 
and, there was no negligence proved 
against the motor-cyclist. 

A few hundred years ago, it was 
quite in order to sue animals and 
insects. Complicated laws  gov- 
erned the misdoings: of such wild 
creatures as rats, locusts and cater- 
pillars on the assumption that, as 
God cursed the serpent and Christ 
the fig-tree, so the Church had legal 
jurisdiction over both the animate 
‘and inanimate in the entire field of 
ature. 

In 1445, for instance, a crop- 
eating beetle was sued and a lawsuit 
started which was to last for 42 
years. The plaintiffs, the Commane 
of St. Julien in France, finally 
agreed to give up: part of a fertile 
district to the exclusive use of the 
insects,

Playing the same part in every play 
the actors become known to their 
friends not by their real Christian 
name, but by the name of their 
stage charactér. 


In the ULS., it appears that there 
is no legal objection to parents 
christening their children with the 
most outrageous names they can 
think of. @fhere was a court case 
over the christening of twin daugh- 
ters Kate and Duplicate. The cler- 
«yman refused to perform the cere- 
mony, so the mother sued him. An- 
other case occurred soon efterward 
when a parent wanted her twin 
sons christened Peter and Repeater.

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At the regular Kiwanis weekly din- 
ner held last Friday Jack Kincaid 
member of the Club and Reeve of the 
village, was the speaker. He took as 
his topic a very timely subject, the 
Waterworks for Madoc Village and 
outlined what had already been done 
and went on to explain the position 
the village found itself in today. 
Some months ago the Ontario Muni- 
cipal Board approved of the expendi- 
ture of $180,000 for waterworks. At 
the request of a large number of rate- 
payers and on advise of Dr. Barry, 
Inspector of Sanitation for the Pro- 
vince of Ontario, and G. G. Reid, Con- 
Sultant Engineer, it was decided to 
move the disposal plant to another 
location at an approximate additional 
cost of $25,000. The council had ac- 
cepted the tender of the Diamond 
Construction which was higher than 
the estimate, making the total cost 
of $225,000. On advice the Village 
Council again intervrewed the Muni- 
cipal Board and asked them to con- 
sider the expenditure of $225,000. In 
the meantime the Centre Hastings 
School Board requested the Board to 
approve the expenditure of $80,000 
for a four-room addition to Madoc 
High School. Although this school is 
part of the school area it is necessary 
for Madoc Village to issue the neces- 
sary debentures. The Municipal Board 
considered this too large a debenture 
debt for Madoc Village and approved 
the expenditure of only $150, 000 for 
waterworks. 

Rawdon Township is trying to 
withdraw from the school area and 
the matter will be decided at the 
June Session of County Council which 
opens next Monday. If Rawdon 
Township is granted its request, the 
Centre Hastings District will prob- 
ably be dissolved and the addition to 
the Madoc School not built. In this 
case the Municipal Board will likely 
approve of the additional expenditure 
for waterworks. 

On the other side of the picture, if 
County Council decides not to let 
Rawdon withdraw from the Area and 
the addition is built to the Madoc 
School, the Madoc Village Council 
will find itself in a difficult position 
in regard to the waterworks, with 
only $150,000 to spend on the pro- 
ject. 

The speaker said that the council, 
following the decision of the County 
intended to interview the School 
Board to see what could be arranged 
in regard to the total expenditure. 

Dr. Eagleson, “Chairman of Centre 
Hastings High School Board, was a 
guest at the dinner and Reeve Kin- 
caid was thanked for his informative 
address by John Bristol.

A really imposing showing can 
be made with a few annual flowers 
and with a minimum of effort. Cos- 
mos, giant marigolds, zinnias, pe- 
tunias, portulaca, nicotine, calen- 
dyla, alyssum, nasturtiums, etc., are 
easily grown almost anywhere in 
Canada. Some of the larger flowers 
can actually be used in the place 
of shrubs. Cosmos, gladioli, dahlias, 
giant marigolds and zinnias should 
haye about two feet each way— 
petupias need about a foot of room.

WAKE UP YOUR 
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Valuable Products 
From Fish Waste 


Of the fourteen million tons of 
fish taken yearly from the sea, less 
than fiity per cent is used as food. 

From salvaged waste and from 
fish not fit for human consumption, 


many valuable products are ob- 
tained. 
Every year large quantities of 


phosphorus and potash are washed 
from the land into the rivers and 
sea. Fortunately mich -of it is 
recovered from the fish. The fish 
waste which contains these minerals 
18 turned into fertilizers. These are 
usually free from unpleasant odour 
and rot quickly, stimulating bac- 
terial action. Also, they yield up 


_ plant foods during the whole of the 


ecas0n.’. ws 

An increas’ng quantity of fish 
waste is being turned into meal to 
feed live-stock. This meal is made 
after the fish oil has been extracted 
by heat and pressure. It contains 
approximately fifty per cent protein 
plus°a minute quantity of mineral 
salts. 


Most fish, especially herrings, are 
rich in oil. The importance of this 
oil has increased considerably since 
imporved methods thave been de- 
vised to rentove the fishy taste and 
smell. A few of the- products in 
which it is used are paints, var- 
nishes, s0ap and margarine. Print- 
ing ink and lubricant manufacturers 
also use it. ; ‘are 

A valuable medicinal oil which 
contains vitamins A and D is ob- 
tained from the livers of cod and 
halibut. This was a mystery to 
scientists for some time, ‘because 
the ultra-violet rays of the sun 
which produces these vitamins 
could not reach deep-sea fish. 


But it was. discoveted that the 
<apelin (small fish) on which the 
cod and halibut feed contains these 
vitamins. The capelin gets its vita- 
mins from the microscopic animal 
and vegetable life which lives on 
the surface of the ocean, and is 
constantly exposed to the sun's 
rays. 

The method of extracting oil 
from the livers is by steam heat, 
which ruptures the cells. For the 
best results this must be done while 
the livers are still fresh; oil ob- 
tained from stale livers is of indus- 
trial use only. 


When Norway was invaded fish- 
ing became restricted, and Allied 
stocks of oil were seriously reduced. 
It became necessary to find an al- 
ternative source of supply. 


This was discovered in sharks’ 
livers, which previously had been 
used only as fertilizers. Up to one- 
tenth of a shark’s weight may be 
liver, and the quality of the ex- 
tracted oil is many times richer 
than cod. 


A San Francisco wholesale fish 
dealer was responsible for this new 
discovery, which resulted in a fan- 
tastic increase in the price of these 
livers. It soared from $8 to $1200 
a ton, The shark, which had hither- 
to been considered nothing but a 
nuisance by fishermen, became the 
most popular prey. eee 

Apart from oil, there are various 
by-products extracted from sharks, 
including leather, prepared from 
their skins, and walking sticks, made 
from their backbones, 

Fish-glue is another valuable pro- 
duct. It is obtained from fish heads, 
offal and bones, and ways have 
been discovered to mask the odour 
and destroy the bacterial content®

SAVE LIFE-BE CAREFUL . 


Maybe Lived In 
A 2-Storey “Modern” Brick House 


“For sale,” might read an ad- 
yertisement in any modern news- 
paper in the Middle East, “Desir- 
able two-storey brick residencé, 
built around spacious courtyard. 
‘Twelve rooms. Lavatory and ser- 
vants’ quarters on the ground floor, 
Owner and his family moving to 
another state,” writes Thomas L, 
Leishman in The Christian Science 
Monitor, 

There is nothing particularly un- 
usual about this advertisement ex- 
cept one thing. It describes accu- 
rately the type of house which stood 
in street after street of Ur, in 
southern Babylonia, nearly 4,000 
years ago when Abraham lived 
there. Properly translated into the 
Sumerian dialect, it might have 
been used by Abraham's father 
‘Terah,; when he was about to move 
with his family to Haran, in Meso- 
potamia. 

For centuries pon centuries, the 
very site of Ur was unknown, 
Now we know more of Abraham's 
home town than most of us know 
of many parts of our own country. 

Tt was a great city with a popula- 
tion of at least a quarter of a 
million. The excavations of Sir 
Leonard Woolley have brought to 
_Tght indisputable evidence of 
schools, temples, libraries —- large 
and prosperous homes. 

One of the reasons for long delay 
in identifying Ur was the fact that 


the Book of Joshua suggests that it 
lay “on the other side of the flood” 
(literally “the River”) when viewed 
from the standpoint of Palestine. 
There’ was no need to name “the 
River,” which in those days meant 
the Euphrates—just as surely as in 
American folk song “Old Man 
River” is the Mississippi. 

The ruins of Ur are now some 11 
miles to the west of the Euphrates, 
but aerial photographs clearly show 
that at some time in the distant 
past the river had changed its 


‘course to where it now flows. In 


the patriarch’'s day, Ur was indeed 
“beyond the River,” but so close 
to it as to be almost on its banks, 

The River was the main highway 
of the Ur known to Abraham (or 
Abram, as he then was called). 
Ships plied between the city and 
the Persian Gulf 100 mifes distant. 
‘These, or connecting vessels, must 
have sailed the Indian Ocean, for 
amazonite beads unearthed at Ur 
could have come only from the 
Nilgirj hills in southern India. Lapis 
lazuli had been brought overland 
from the far-off Pamir Mountains 
on the borders of China and the 
Soviet Union, just north of Afghan- 
istan. 

Among the discoveries at Ur was 
a bill of lading dating from about 
2040 B.C., not long before the time 
of Abraham, It lists the cargo of 
a ship which had just completed a 
two years’ voyage, and which had 
brought with it ivory and alabaster, 
copper ore and gold 

Statues and beautifully wrought 
gold) and silver ornaments, also 
found nearby, attest the artistic 
ability of the patriarch’s fellow- 
townsmen. One of these, a delicate 
golden representation of a ram 
caught in a thicket, provides a 
striking reminder of the Bible pas- 
sage which tells how Abraham all 
but sacrificed his son dsaac. 

What first attracted explorers to 
the site of what later proved to be 
Ur, was a great mound in what is 
now largely desert, due to the 


tiver’s change of course. Here and 
there, even beiore the digging 
began, aticient brick walls pro- 
truded. As the digging went for- 


ward,-at last the outlines of a great 
building’ began to appear, and cley 
tablets. cleverly hidden for safe- 
keeping in the courses of masonry 
positively identified the city. From 
then on its story gradually was 
pieced together by the scholars 

This great building was the Zig- 
gurat—the sanctuafy of the moon 
god, chief deity of Ur. Uf, as the 
Bible assures us, Abraham's father 
Terah “served other gods,” it seems 
clear that Outstanding among them 
was Nannar, the moon god of Ur, 
although numerous other deities 
also were worshipped there 

The filing of receipts, reports 
papers of all kinds, is an important 
patt of the- work of any efficient 


business office of our own day. The 
businessmen of Ur were equally 
meticulous, in spite of the fact that 
their records consisted not of paper 
but of bulky clay writing tablets. 


Quantities of such tablets have 
been recovered at Ur, faithfully set- 
ting down both what had been 
received and what had been with- 
drawn from the stores of goods on 
han.d 


Startlingly modern are the rec- 
ords of a factory at Ur where 
women were employed to spin wool 
aud weave it into cloth. Monthly 
and quarterly balance sheets were 
unearthed, together with details of 
costs, lists of employees, and of the 
pay which each received. 

Strange as it may appear, many 
ot these records were found in the 
jocal temples. This would indicate 
that the priests of Abraham's day 
demanded tax money of the people, 
and did busines on behalf of the 
“gods” whom they were supposed 
to represent. 

Education was by no means neg- 
lected at Ur. Indeed, the ruins of 
& single elementary school yielded 
as many as ‘2,000 clay tablets. Many 
of these have been deciphered, and 
they give us some idea of what was 
studied by the children of the day. 

Reading, writing, and arithmetic, 
of course, had their place. There.is 
aiso evidence that the older pupils 
went on to wrestle with square and 
cube roots and with geometry. 

Perhaps Abraham. himself was 
among them!

“From there we .went to the 
Hydrological Station located near 
Coshocton. This station consists of 
a farm of 1,000 acres maintained by 
the Soil Conservation Service of 
‘he U.S,D.A. and was established 
for ‘the purpose of studying water 
control problems from the smallest 
farm field to entire drainage basins, 

“It was a privilege to meet Mr, 
_. L. Harrold, Project Supervisor, 
and to have him discuss a number 
of the projects with the boys dur- 
ing the visit to the Hydrological 


A, Gordon Skinner 
Cayuga 
Station. Mr. Harrold is a scientist 
who impresses one as being capable 
of applying science to practical 
agriculture. It was quite evident 
that no information of «a definite 
nature will be forthcoming from 


that station until it has been thor- 


oughly proven to be sourd and 
practical. 

“Methods of preparation of the 
soil for cropping in relation to water 
conservation were discussed and 
were of intense interest to these 
boys who were .experts ix their 
own right as plowmen. The ques- 


tion was raised as to whethe: plow- 


ing was the proper methon to fol- 
iow if the highest percentage of 
water was to be kept fur crop 
growing purposes. It was suggested 
that perhaps our methods of plow- 
ing should be revised su that a 
deeper furrow of probably ten 
inches would be turned not over 
but on its edge. The theory was 
that this would tend to mix the 
organic matter more thoroughly 
with the entire depth and also pro- 
vide openings or slits for th: mois- 
ture to get down and be reramned i 
the soil. ’ 

“The Lysimiters proved to be 
highly interesting equipment for the 
ineasuring of runoff, percolation and 
evapo-transpiration, It has heen 
discovered that the corn crop uses 
one inch of water in 5 days dur- 
ing the month of May and one inch 
in 3 days during July.”

KNOXVILLE, TENNESSEE 


“During the afternoon we were 
taken out to see one of the Test 
Demonstration Farms. This is one 
of many such farms that have been 
selected to act as demonstrations 
cf what can be accomplished 
through the following of approved 
farm practices. It would appear that 
the secret of the luscious pasture 
that we saw both on the University 
iarm and out at the Demonstration 
farm was the heavy fertilization 
treatment that it was given. Some 
of the fields had received as much 
2s the equivalent of 270 Ibs. of 
P*O5 or in the neighborhod of 500 
lbs. of 47% P*O5, Other fertilizers 
evidently had also been applied at 
similarly heavy rates. It was alse 
quite apparent that it was paying 
dividends to make such heavy ap- 
plications. In thd case of the co- 
operator at the demonstration farm 
the yield of corn had been increased 
from around 16 bushels per acre 
to 100 bushels per acre through in- 
creased fertilization and the ap- 
plication of sound farm practices 
euch as the maintenance of a high 
organic matter level and conserva- 
tion of soil moisture. Incidentally 
‘this demonstration farm of just 
99 acres is maintaining a herd of 19 
Hereford cows and 13 calves and 
last year the co-operator had some 
hay to sell and his only feed pur- 
chase was 100 bushels of corn. 
Formerly this was a truck garden- 
ing farm and much of the soil 
was being washed away. Under the 
new system the gullies are being 
filled up, the earth is staying where 
it belongs, the farmer is having to 
work a lot less, and his farm is ia 
* much greater and better state of 
fertility. In 1949 his cash balance 
at the end of the year was greater 
chan his whole income when he was 
in the truck gardening game. He 
has bought the farm, paid for it and 
also has paid for his livestock and 
equipment. The equipment includes 
a combine and a pick-up baler. He 
is also maintaining a fair ctandard 
cf living. Only 5% of his land hag 
been plowed this year. The entire 
balance is in thay, , and over: . 
winter crops such as wheat and 
barley.

Water Well) When Transplanting 


In moving plants from one loca- 
tion to another, whether it is a tiny 
flower from pot or flat, or a ten- 
foot maple tree, the same rules 
apply. The main thing is to guard 
against the roots getting dried out. 
Keep them moist and expose to the 
air as little as possible. All plants 
should be set in the earth a little 
deeper each time moved. Soil, which 
should be as rich and fine as pos- 
sible, is pressed firmly about the 
roots. If at all possible water well 
soon after transplanting, and in 
the case of big shrubs or trees 
keep the soil, moist for a few 
weeks. With small things like bed- 
ding plants a little shade for the 
first few days will help, and if pos- 
sible do the transplanting in the 
evening or on a cloudy day, Young 
trees should be staked to permit 
roots to get firmly established.

Don’t Let Them Stand Still 


Quick, unchecked growth is the 
real secret of tender vegetables and 
it is possible to grow them quickly 
anywhere in Canada if just a little 
care’is given. 

In the first place one must have 
good seed and of varicties that are 
suitable to local conditions. Next, 
the vegetable garden should be 
thoroughly cultivated or dug, then 
the seed planted according to di- 
rections on .the packet Spacing is 
important as crowded’ plants never 
have a chance to develop quickly. 
Cultivation oncé a week will usually 
be sufficient itself to keep growth 
coming along even in the driest 
weather. If a hose is available, how- 
ever, that will be another safeguard. 
A little chemical fertilizer applied 


carefully. and according to direc- 
tions is also advisable.

Which should be enough to in- 
troduce some observations from Dr. 
Charles W. Brown, of the United 
States Bureau of Animal Industry. 
He says that nearly every farm has 
had some experience of animal para- 
sites. Some have had hog troubles, 
or an animal hit with Bang's Dis- 
ease. Or maybe—and I know this 
will hit right home with many of 
my readers — cattle that have 
reacted to the T.B. test. 

* * * 

And here is what Dr. Brown has 
to say about some of the more 
common disinfectants, and the way 
they should be used: 

* * * 

Preparation of Buildings: Before 
you use any disinfectant the build- 
ing should be thoroughly “dry- 
cleaned.” Remove all litter and 
manure. Spread it on fields where 
livestock will not come in imme- 
diate contact with it. 

“In case of wood or concrete 
floors, it will pay to clean them 
religiously,” Brown explains. “Dirt 
forms a protective layer around 
the bacteria, protecting them from 
the disinfectant.”

Application: Some kind of a 
pressure sprayer is probably the 
most satisfactory way to treat a 
building. 

= * * 

Physical Agents: Perhaps there 
is no better soil disinfectant than 
heat. You can use a burner or 
flame thrower on open lots. They 
are dangerous in buildings. The 
prompt burning or burying of dead 
animals, dead chickens and aborted 
fetuses can not be stressed too 
much. 

Burning is best only if you com- 
pletely burn the entire carcass. 
Otherwise, burying deeply and 
- covering with quicklime is good 
protection. 

* * @ 

Sunlight: Sunlight is a wonderful 
disinfectant. It’s not only one of 
the best, it’s free. The disinfection 
properties of sunlight are greatly 
reduced after it comes through or- 
dinary glass. 

= * + 

Formaldehyde Solution (Forma- 
lin): A 4 per cent solution of for- 
maldehyde in water is. considered 
a reliable disinfectant. This is 
made by adding one part of for- 
maldchyde solution to ‘nine parts 
of water, It has deep penetrating 
powers and a penetrating odor. 
The gas is very irritating to the 


eyes and nose. 
* * * 


Carbolic Acid (Phenol): Both 
carbolic acid and phenol are ex- 
tremely poisonous and must be 
handled with extreme care. Car- 
bolic acid is ome of the old-time 
standby, farm disinfectants. 

Both should be kept under lock 
and key, so there is no possible 
danger of children coming in con- 
tact with them. 

Today, other disinfectants which 
are not so dangerous to the user 
are preferred. A person using even 
‘ weak solutions of carbolic acid must 
take precaution to protect the skin. 


However, a 5 per cent solution 
of carbolic acid is satisfactory for 
ordinary bacteria. It will not de- 
stroy hog cholera virus or the 
spores of anthrax and tetanus. It 
waust not be used in dairy barns, 
since milk absorbs the chemical, 
takes on an odor and taste.

Saponated Solution of Cresol: 
This is a soap solution of cresol 
you can get at most drug stores. 
It must be used in soft water. In 
a 2 or 3 per cent solution, it is 
effective against hog cholera virus. 
It also is valuable in disinfeeting 
the premises following the finding 
of atuberclar animal. 

Four ounggg of an approved cre- 
sol slut a gallon of water is 
recommended for use in buildings. 

This should be handled with care, 
thogh it is not as poisonous as 
carbolic acid. It should not be used 
in dairy barns.

Lime: Quicklime is easy to ap- 
ply, and can be scattered around 
barns lots, where it will destroy 
most common disease agents with 
which it comes in contact. 

Usually the lime is applied by 
slaking with water, then diluting 
the slaked lime four to one with 
water. 


One pint of water to two pounds 
of quicklime is usually the correct 
proportion for slaking. Lime solu- 
tion is also irritating to the skin 
and eyes, Lime will not destroy 
anthrax spores, tetanus organisms 
nor the tubercle bacillus. 

Lime solution is often added to 
other disinfectants because it shows 


any areas that are missed. 
3 * * 


Lye: Lye is a very effective dis- 
infectant around dairy barns and 
hog houses. A 2 per cent solution 
is useful against Bang’s disease 
infection. A pound of lye with five 
and one-half gallons.of water is 
the usual mixture. 

If the water is hot, the mixture 
is more effective. Lye is not ef- 
fective in destroying tuberculosis 
germs. Extreme care should. be 
used in handling concentrated lye. 
* * + 


Chlorine: Chlorine disinfectants 
are not practical for use on barns 
and in lots since any organic mat- 
ter destroys their usefulness.

Hypochlorites: This is the name 
applied to chlorine disinfectants 
sold under a variety of trade names 
for use on dairy equipment. You 
wouldn’t use them on a hog house, 
but on your separator or milking 
machine. The strength of solution 
and directions for use are usually 
printed on the label, and should be 
followed.

Sedium. Orthophenylphepate: 
This is very valuable in destroying 
germs of tuberculosis. It has an 
advantage over cresol in that it is 
odorless—it can be used in dairy 
barns. 

It should be used as a 1 per cent 
solution by dissolving in hot water.

Where They Alter 
Unsightly Faces 


“This face under new manage- 
ment’ is a sign that may well be 
caetied by a child who has been 
accepted for the correction of 
crooked teeth, “lantern jaws” and 
other physiognomical defects by the 
Philadelphia Center for Research 
in Child Growth. It is the primary 
purpose of the center to detect and 
correct, whenever possible, dental 
and facial irregularities that other- 


wise would disfigure and result even 


in poor health. 

The chief reliance of the physic- 
jan and other dentists who will take 
ugly ducklings and the facially 
handicapped in hand is a remark- 
able instrument, known as the 
“cephalometer,” a new type of 
X-ray apparatus devised for the 
production of scientifically accuated 
“pictures” of the exterior and in- 
tefior ‘head and face. The cephalo- 
meter will enable those in charge 
of the project to determine whether 
or not facial.and dental disharmony 
is the consequences of a generalized 
growth failure in other parts of 
the body. 

“The new device will make pos- 
sible a more accurate diagnosis of 
the cause and cure of crooked teeth 
and jaws,” says Dr. John W. Ross.

Slow Stupid, 
Cowardly 


There are a few animals which 
are extinct, in av™Sense, and don’t 
know it. The elephant is one, and 
the opossum is another. Of the two 
the opossum is the more difficult 
to study—perhaps one reason why 
Dr. Harold C. Reynolds is concen- 
trating on it . 

The opossum has changed very 
little since it rdamed the continent 
with the dinosaurs sevéltty million 
years ago. Most animals have be- 
come more and more specialized as 
they evolved. But not the opossum. 

Dr, Reynolds is the only man 
who has raised opossums in cap- 
tivity. He now has a third genera- 
tion to study, The only man who 
has witnessed the unusual pheno- 
menon of the birth of an entire litter 
of opossums; he reports that, after 
a gestation periéd of only thirteen 
days, the embryolike young, each 
about one-half inch long and weigh- 
ing no more than a single paper 
match book, emerge to make their 
way into the mother’s pouch. If 
they fail, they die; if they succeed, 
they attach themselves to a teat in 
the pouch, where they remain for 
about sixty days. 

Period of Pouch Life 

Another month passes before the 
young are weaned, There may be as 
many ag twenty-one in a single 
litter. Since the pouch contains only 
thirteen nipples, some in such a 
large litter must die, The pouch 
literally overflows with opossums 
by the end of the period of pouch 
life because the young are then 
about 800 times bigger than they 
were at birth, 

Because it is a primitive creature 
and because it is a marsupial, Rey- 
nolds believes the opossum may 
prove to be a valuable laboratory 
animal, now that he has shown 


example, if a scientist wishes to 
observe the effects of an injected 
hormone on embryonic development 
he now has to cut a pregnant ani- 
mal open to reach the embryo. The 
process must be repeated when he 
wants to Observe the effects, The 
embryonic young in the ope@ssum’s 
pouch would be readily accessible 
for such studies at any time., 


Why On This Gontinent? 
Reynolds is primarily interested 
in finding out why of all marsupials 
only the opossum has developed on 
this continent and why it has been 
spreading northward, even into Ca- 


_ nada, within the last few hundred 


years. He suggests that the answer 
may be a-superior ability to adjust 
body temperature. ‘ 
Opossums are stupid, slow and 
cowardly, How, then, did they sur- 
vive in competition with hundreds 
of stronger predatory animals? The 
well-known talent for “playing ‘pos- 
sun” would be no help, since the 


: 
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creature could be eaten easily while 
feigning death, It looks as if the 
opossum has few natural enemies, 
so that it has a good chance of 
survival. r 
Reynolds has been able to dis- 
prove~sortiz of the tales about the 
opossum—jtg cunning, cleverness at 
deeetongiis to swing, by the 
tail, and phe young riding on the 
back oftheir mother and holding 
onto her arched tail with theirs. 
There’s no truth in these, says 
Reynolds. 


2nd Shakespearean 
Outdoor Festival 


Canada’s second annual Shake- 
speare Festival opens on June 91 
in the quadrangle of Trinity Col- 
lege, Toronto, which is recognised 
as one of the most authentic and 
beautiful. Tudor settings in Am- 


erica. In the open air, surrounded 


by just such bildings as people 
might have stepped from in Shake- 
speare’s day, plays will be given 
for four weeks by the Earle Grey 
Players; A Midsummer Night's 
Dream, June 19-24; The Taming 
of the Shrew, June 26-July 1; The 
Tempest, July 3-8; and Twelfth 
Night, July 10-15. ‘ 

The extension of the festival 
makes it possible to have three 
Sunday night concerts of old Eng- 
lish. music. These programs, which 
are free to ticket holders for the 
week-night plays, will again be 
given in the Great Hall of the col- 
lege, where candlelight flickering 
on the tapestry background of the 
dais, and the fine heraldic decora- 
tions by Scott Carter recall the 
golden age of British culture. 

The chance to enjoy Shakespeare 
under the stars drew crowds from 
many parts of this country and the 
United States last year, and the 
fact that thousands of leaflets of 
information have -been requested 
in the United States this year in- 
dicates an even larger festival for 
1950. In case of rain the plays are 
given in the Great Hall. 

The festival has made theatre 
history because it is the first out- 
door Shakespeare project of its kind 
in America, and because Trinity Col- 
lege, with its stately charm, has 
no peer in Tudor architecture on 
this side of the water. .

Historic Canadian Beauty Spot 


Cape Trinity, rising majestically above the Saguenay Canyon 


After Surviving Many Disasters 
“Madame Tussaud’s” Still Flourishes 


Accompanied by. her elder son, 
Joseph, Madame Tussaud landed at 
Dover in May of 1802, and set up 
her first waxworks exhibition in 
England, at the old Lyceum The- 
atre in the Strand. Her husband 
remained in Paris to supervise. the 
exhibition there. 

Her story—which survives today 
in the shape of the world-famous 
exhibition in» London's Marylebone 
Road-—is obviously a story of suc- 
cess.-Yet that success was not won 
without long years of endeavor, in 
terspersed by triumph and despair. 

Twice, the sea all but engulfed 
her efforts. When sailing to Scot- 
land, 36 of her figures were. badly 
smashed and the remainder dam- 
aged by heavy seas. And again, 
when within sight of the Irish 
coast, a sudden storm sank the 
ship carrying most of her collec- 
tion. Each time she set to and re- 
built her waxworks, to tour trium- 
phantly once more, 

In 1831, when her collection was 
housed at Bristol during the Reform 
Bill riots, some of the mob, in- 
flamed by liquor, tried to fire the 
building. But one of her servants, 
a huge Negro, kept them at. bay 
with a blunderbuss until thé wel- 
come arrival of the military. 

Madame Tussaud was then in her 
71st year and she found the experi- 


Revolution for her liking. She de- 
cided the time had come to settle 
permanently in London, and after 
exhibiting at Camberwell, Hackney, 
Grays Inn Road, and the Strand, 
took over the Portman. Rooms, 
Baker Street—one-time mess hall 
for the Brigade of Guards—in 1835, 

Six. years later, her husband— 
then a destitute old man—wrote, 
asking her for financial help. But 
his mismanagement of her Paris 
exhibition had been too great a 
blow to Marie's: pride for reconcili- 
ation,” although she instructed her 
sons to send what money he needed. 

She spent the remaining nine 
years of her life quietly at 58 Baker 
Street, where she died on Tuesday, 
April 16, 1850. Her last words to 
her sons, Francis and Joseph, were: 
“IT implore you, among all things, 
never quarrel.” She is buried at 
St. Mary’s Church, Cadogun Place, 
Chelsea. , 

Since then, Tussaud’s has grown 
and flourished. In 1882 the collec- 
tion was moved to its present home 
where it continued to draw huge 
crowds, But in .1925 came fresh 
disaster. Fire broke out, and within 
two hours the work of 150 years 
was reduced to a sodden ruin. Many 
of the original moulds were saved, 
but damage was estimated at 
$800,000. 

Three years passed before the ex- 
hibition was able to re-open its 
doors, and then, in 1931, a minor 
earthquake caused further havoc. 
Dr. Crippen and Carnera both lost 
their heads. Helen Wills Moody 
was discovered next morning minus 
her strong right arm 

Soon a pair of dutnpy figures ap- 
peared in the galleries to glare de- 


fantly at the milling sightseers, 
But in those halcyon days; nobody 
paid much attention to dictators— 
although in 1933 three demonstrat- 
ors were fined for throwing red 
paint on Hitler's effigy. They 
should have been given medals, 
Particularly since, on the first night 
of the blitz, Tussaud’s itself was 
damaged by the Luftwaffe! 

Despite the draw of the exhib 
tion’s 500 celebrtities, it is the in- 
famous who are the biggest lure. 
People can never resist a visit to 
the Chamber of Horrors. They 
like to rub shoulders with killers 
and see.if their eyes are set close 
together—or whether they look sin- 
ister and leer. * 

They've an old axiom at Tus- 
saud’s: “A good murder is worth 
an extra 30,000 through the gate.” 
It usually works out that way. But 
the unexciting truth is that usually 
a killer looks quite ordinary. He 
could well be your next-door neigh- 
bor . .. genteel and respectable, 
even slightly hang-dog. 

Tussaud’s only trouble to show 
the notorious ones. As each pays 
the penalty, he takes his place in 
the: unholy ranks—his one ‘chance 
of immortality. Heath’s — effigy, 
which took six weeks to make, was 
on show an hour after he was 
hanged. A last-minute reprieve, 
and it would have been melted 
down into some more respectable 
shape. Haigh, exhibitionist to the 
last, bequeathed the green hopsack 
suit, green socks and red tie he 
wore throughout his trial expressly 
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. to the exhibition to be interted into 


to adorn his trim likeness. He also 
left a note requesting that the suit 
should always be well pressed. 

Many still believe that a reward 
will be given to anyone brave 
enough to spend a night among the 
criminals. The rumor was started 
by Dickens in his publication, 
“Household Words,” and Tussaud’s 
is still besieged by applicants from 
all over the world anxious to test 
their nerves. Originally, the sup- 
posed sum was five pounds, but be- 
tween the wars, it shot up to a 
hundred. : 

The only recorded case of-anyone 
spending any length of time alone 
in the chamber is that of a rat- 
catcher who went down one night, 
professionally. He was very soon 
beating on the doors, frantically 
complaining that “everyone was 
looking at him.” That's not sur- 
prising for the figures are so ar- 
ranged. 

Big attractions in the Grand Hall 
are the Royal Group, V.C.'s, 
Tableau and—an old favorite—the 
beautiful and restfyl “Sleeping 
Beauty.” She has slumbered peace- 
fully since 1884. In 1928 her clock- 
work lungs were electrified, and 
she stopped breathing for the first 
time during Shinwell’s “cuts” of 
1947. The original—beautiful Mme, 
St. Amaranthe, of Louis XVI's 
Court—ceased to breathe 160 years 
ago on the guillotine! 

Today, Mr. Bernard Tussaud, a 
wreat-great-grandson of the found- 
er, is chief artist. He supervises 
the making of each new model 
which entails interviewing, photo- 
graphing and measuring, before the 
head can. be sculptured out of clay. 

The figures are made to the exact 
lieight and build of the subject in 
question, who is usually only too 
pleased to supply a suit of clothes, 
Where new suits have to be bought, 
they’re made by the subject’s own 
tailor, and usually broken in by a 
inember of the staff. 


Eyes, which originally came from 
Germany, are in short supply today. 
Particularly scarce are gray-green 
and gray-blue shades—that of most 
notabilities. Hair is another head- 
ache. It used. to come from the 
Balkans, where girls grew it spe- 
cially long and sold it to the wax- 
works for as much as $125 a time 
tu pay for their dowries. Occasion- 
ally, where fashion dictates, women 
in Great Britain donate their tresses 


the models strand by strand, 300 to 
the square inch. 

Souvenir hunters have always 
been a problem at Tussaud’s. Every 
year, dozens of fingers, snuff boxes, 
medals, jewels and rings are filched 
by the public; while Crippen and 
other murderets lose buttons so fast 
that—in the words of one official 
—‘After a bank holiday, it’s as 
much as they can do to keep their 
trousers up!” 

But next time you visit the exhi- 
bition, don’t fail to look for a de- 
mure little figure in black, standing 
alone in the Grand Hall like a 
pocket edition of Mother Ilubbard. 
It is a beautifully modelled self- 
portrait of the founder, completed 
by herself at the age\of 82. 

She has a far-away look in her 
eyes, almost as if she is looking 
both ,backwards and forwards in 
time—to the roistering, colorful 
past, so faithfully portrayed by her 
and her descendants, and to the 
unknown future yet to be recorded 
in her name.—From Tit Bits. 


Not As Tough As 
Most Men Think 

Ask any man what he thinks 
about shaving and he'll tell you 
the same thing: “I’ve got a tough 
beard.” In actual fact, the beard 
of a young man is rarely tough; 
whiskers become harder with age, 
and white or grey hair is some- 
times about as strong as piano 
wire. 

Once a young man starts to shave 
regularly the hair on his face grows 
at the rate of six inches a year. 
This means that after half a cen- 
tury of shaving a man has grown 
the equivalent of nearly twenty- 
tive feet of beard. 

The razor blade cuts through 
25,000 hairs every time a man 
shaves, and it is estimated that the 
razor covers an area of about forty- 
eight square inches each time. 

Our ancestors had to use sharp- 
ly-ground flints or shells, or even 
bories, for shaving, or else they 
had to pluck the hairs out by the 
roots. Either way, shaving was such 
a painful business, as we all know 
when a blunt bladg “pulls” a little, 
that many people grew beards. 

Causes of Bluntness 

In 330 B.C., Alexander the Great 
made all his men shave because 
beards provided a convenient hand- 
hold for an enemy to seize his op- 
ponent’s beard and cut off his head. 

It is over half a century 9g0 now 
since King C. Gillette, then a forty- 
year-old American salesman, first 
thought of a cheap razor blade that 
could be thrown away as soon as 
it got blunt. In 1903 the first Gillette 
razors and blades were put on 
the market. 

In ten years half a million safety 
razors and three and a half iillioa 
blades were sold; but the decline 
of the old “cut-throat” was very 
gradual, partly because of the ex- 
cellent wearing properties of the 
high-grade steel blade. 

Bluntness is chiefly’ caused by 
minute particles of grit embedded 
in the skin of the face, and also 
by specks of rust, too fine to be 
seen with the naked eye. 

The edge of a razor blade is 
about 1-80,000th of an inch thick, 


obtained by sharpening with vary- 
pressures against a 300-foot long 
strop in the factory. 

Such an edge is very delicate 
and ‘sensitive, and if, for instance, 
a blade is dropped on the floor, 
although it may not Jand on the 
edge, the sudden blow sets ‘up 
strains which result in microscopic 


of hours, so that the next time you 
use the blade you are painfully re- 
minded of the ancients and their 


flints. 
Making Blades Last 

The edge of a razor blade lasts 
longer if, after shaving and rins- 
ing the razor, instead of removing 
and drying the blade, you pop the 
whole razor. into a jar of methyl- 
ated or surgical spirit, or one of 
the proprietary liquids now on the 
market that are made specially for 
this purpose. 

An authority on shaving maintains 
that haste is the greatest enemy 
of a good shave. It takes hot water 
-about three minutes to soften up 
the hairs, but the majority of men 
vnly allow half this time, so that 
they do not get a good shave. 

The principle function of soap 
is to remove the protecting film of

First he raised one side of the 
foundation with house jacks, and 
nailed new timbers in place 16 
inches above the old sills.. Then he 
sawed off the old siding just below 
the new sills.

Next he dug a trench, 3 feet wide 
and 2 feet deep, under the sills. Ty 
the bottom of the trench, directly 
under the walls, he dug a footing 
trench, 14 inches wide and 6 inches 
deep, * * * 


He filled this 14-inch footing with , 


concrete, and then laid five rows of 
concrete blocks to bring this new 
foundation within an inch of the 
new sill,

He cemented 4% by 12-inch bolts 


every six feet in the foundation, 
then lowered the sills and bolted 
them down.

Then Huff raised the other side 


of the barn and built a similar 
foundation. The old barn already 
looked better.

The walls still were out of line, 
though, so he used jacks with heavy 
timber extensions to force them inte 
line before nailing and bracing the 
barn, He pulled the gable ends into 
line with a set of woven wire stret- 
chers.

He put in a good stairway to the 
loft, which is the poultry house 
part of the building. On the, ground 
floor, he built a garage, stalls for 
some cows and a horse, and stor- 
age,rooms for feed, hay, and small- 
er farm tools,

If you have an old barn, Huff 
says, take a look at its possibilities. 
Huff's total cost was $1800— but 
he wound up with exactly the all- 
round service buiiding he neecdid 
on his small farm. Your old barn 
may have some life left in it, too!

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Birds 
Milk Bottles 


In 1921, birds described as tits 
‘began to open milk bottles left on 
the steps of houses in Swaything, 
-near Stoneham, Southampton, Eng- 
land, and drinking the milk. Now 
at least 11 species of English birds 
are preying upon the waxboard 
tops of milk bottles in many parts 
of England and some parts of 
Wales, Scotland and Ireland. 

In British Birds, James Fisher 
and R. A. Hinde find no Satisfactory 
answers to these questions: Did jn- 
dividual birds-learn the trick from 
one another or did they discover 
it themselves? If most of them 
learned it, then by what process? 
How did they discover that milk 
_ bottles contain food? 

T. H._ Hawkins relates in Nature 
what his own investigations have 
led: him to conclude./ He says that 
about 400 records have already 
been obtained of bottle-opening by 
tits and a lesser number by house 


' Sparrows, blackbirds, starlings, rob- 


ins, chaffinches and hedge spar- 
rows. He thinks that most birds 
must have discovered the trick for 
themselves, because tits, the orig- 
inal experimenters, do not move, 
even in winter, more than a few 
miles from their breeding places. 

The bottles are usually attacked 
within a few minutes after they 
have been left at the door. There 
are a few incredible tales of ‘tits 
that, have followed a milk’ cart 
down the street and removed the 
tops of bottles while the driver was 
busy with a delivery. The method 
of opening the bottle varies. Some 
English milk bottles are closed by 
a cap of metal foil. The bird punc- 
tures the cap with its beak, then 
tears off the metal in strips. Some. 
times the whole cap is removed, 
and sometimes only a small hole is 
drilled in it. 

Cardboard caps are attacked in 
various ways, according to Hawk- 
ins’ ‘study of the records... The 
whole top may be removed or only 
the press-in centre, or the card- 
board may be torn off layer by layer 
until it is thin enough to be pierced 
with the beak. The milk may be 
drunk either through the hole thus 
made or the bird may, insert its 
beak into the hole and flick off what 
remains of the top. 

As in this country, milk of dif- 
ferent grades is delivered in some 
English areas in bottles with caps 
of different colors. Hawkins says 
that 14 observers saw attacks by 
tits only on bottles of one type, and 
four others reported a decided pref- 
erence for one type. Some observy- 
ers report that bottles filled with 
water or even empty bottles are oc- 
casionally attacked, “but this con- 
veys nothing,” says the cautious 
Howkins, “unless the previous his- 
tory of the birds is known.”

"Invented The Steam Engine 
Yet Didn’t Believe In Railways 


Most of us have a somewhat hazy 
notion of James Watt sitting by 
the fireside Watching a boiling 
kettle, idly speculating on the pro- 
perties of steam emerging from the 
Spout, and later dreaming up the 
Steam engine. Like many popular 
notions, this has\but a flimsy basis 
of truth, avrites. ‘a, Special Corres- 
pondent to “Answes.” 

There was, in 


» very little of 
fyames Watt. He 
was an immen8tly practical man, a 
skilful engineer and a great mecha- 
nical genius. His contribution to 
the development of the steam cs 
gine lay in effective improvements 
to machines that already existed 
aud worked—after a fashion. 

The earliest known description of 
a machine—or perhaps it might 
better be called a contraption— 
worked by steam occurs in the 
Pneumatica of Hero of Alexandria, 
approximately 1,866 years before 
the birth of Watt. 

Help for the Miners, 

This is the Aeolipile, a hollow 
globe, which was made to revolve 
by means of steam escaping through 
two bent pipes attached to it. Here 
we have a working model of an 
extremely primitive reaction tur- 
bine. The Pneumatica also con- 
tains a description of an equally 
primitive type of engine worked by 
steam pressure. 

Why such inventions, subse- 
quently to prove so vital to our 
civilization, should have remained 
dormant and unregarded until the 
Seventeenth century is a mystery. 
Maybe it was because Man got 
along well enough (and indeed 
there are some who feel he might 
still get along well enough)’ with 
the sailing ship, the windmill and 
water-mill, the horse, the ox and the 
slave—using always those primary 
machines the fever and the wheel. 

It was not until the miners, 
literally using bucket and spade, had 
dug their metal mines to a depth 
where water flowed in and could 
not be checked, that an urgent and 
insistent demand arose for a power 
machine that would pump out this 


, Water with reasonable speed and 


efficiency and enable the mines to 
keep open. 

For the mines it was a matter 
of life and death. They were 
faced with clésure, and many of 
them had to close, for the develop- 
ment of pumping machines barely 
kept pace with the need. 

For industrial Britain, indeed for 
all industrial civilization, it was a 
crisis and a turning point. There 


Was at last plenty of incentive for 
mien to turn their minds to the 
development of power.

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The first practical steam pumping 
engine was patented by Thomas 
Savery in 1698, but it was unsatis- 
factory and little progress was made 
until James Watt brought his in- 
ventive genius to bear on the 
problem. 

Watt was born in 1736. He was 
the son of a small and unsuccessful 
merchant in Greenock. At the age 
of nineteen he was sent to London, 
apprenticed to an instrument maker, 
and became skilled in the use of 
tools. But living was so hard that 
at the end of a year he was 
obliged to return home for his 
health’s sake. 

He tried to establish himself as an 
instrument maker in Glasgow, laut 
he had not served the full term of 
apprenticeship and the City ‘Guilds 
forbade him to open shop. He was, 
in other words, a victim of the 
“closed shop” policy. 

The University, however, came to 
his rescue and in 1757 he was 
established as its mathematical 
instrument maker. A model of a 
pumping engine formed part of the 
University’s collection of scientific 
apparatus, and it came into Watt's 
hands for repair. 

While putting the model in order 
he was impressed with its enorm- 
ous consumption of steam in rela- 
tion to the small amount of work 
achieved, and he set himself to dis- 
cover why. this was and how to 
improve upon it. It was twelve 
months before he hit upon the idea 
that was to revolutionize steam 
engine design. 

I will give one of Watt's prin- 
ciples in his own words: 

“I intend in many cases to em- 
ploy the expansive force of steam to 
press on the pistons, or whatever 
may be used instead of them, in 
the same manner in which the 


pressure ofthe atmosphere is now 
employed in common fire-engines, 
In cases where cold water cannot 
be had in plenty, the engines may 
be wrought by this force of steam

only, by dscharging the steam 
into the air after it has done its 
office.” 

The daiing notion that engines 
might be “wrought by this force of 
steam only,” without the aid of a 
condenser at all, are a measure of 
Watt's. genius, boldly, yet calmly, 
taking what was then an unprece- 
dented lead into the future 
Public Danger. 

Yet how remarkable it*is that the 
man whose mind was capable of 
niajestic strides into mechanical in- 
vention should at the same time 
have, altogether refused to coun- 
tenance the idea of increasing the 
Steam pressure in the hoiler—in 
other words, of using high pressure 
Steam, on which the successful use 
of ghe “expansive force” so largely 
defends. 

In his many engines steam pres- 
sure was little more than the pres- 
stire of. the atmosphere. And he 
even went as far as to try to sponsor 
an Act of Parliament forbidding 
the use of high-pressure steam on 
the grounds that it would .be a 
public danger. 

How far. this was genuinely 
prompted by humane fears, and how 
far by the fact that a rival engineer, 
Trevithick, had successfully used 
pressures of 120 Ib. per square inch 
is a matter for speculation. 

The Last Invention. 

It is also recorded of Watt that 
When the idea of a steam locomotive 
to run on rails was put.to him, 
he refused to have anything to do 
with it. But this and the ques- 
tion of high steam pressure are the 
only discernible blind spots in a 
mind that, on the level of mech- 
anics, was of almost incredible fer- 
tility. The last of his innutierable 
inventions was a cutting machine for 
making accurate copies, either in 
reduced scale or facsimile, of pieces 
of sculpture. 

Not long before his death he 
presented copies of busts to his 
friends, describing them as the work 
“ofa young artist just entering on 
his eighty-third year.”

| WATERWORKS BY-LAW 
| RECEIVED FIRST AND 
SECOND READINGS 


A spécial meeting of the Madoc 
Village Council was held in the Coun- 


cil Chambers on Monday night. Pres- 


ent were all members of the Covncil 


and Associate Engineer, Jack Bur- 
nett. The purpose of the meeting was 


to receive revised plans for the wa- 
terworks and sewerage system and 


to take the necessary steps to start 
work as soon as possible. 


‘Due to a request from the Centre 
Hastings High School Board for the 
four 


Reeve Kincaid and members of the 
council recently approdched the 
School Board requesting that the 
Board postpone the building of the 
addition until such time as the water- 
works had been installed and some of 
the debenture. debt reduced. Follow- 
ing the retirement of . the Council 
from this meeting, the Board dis- 
cussed the matter and voted to take 
no action on the council’s request. 


Although several streets and 
householders would not be given 
water and .sewerage service as 


planned, the council decided to go 
ahead with the work as far as pos- 
sible. 

Two important matters were set- 
tled by the Council and in both cases 
Reeve Kincaid cast the deciding vote. 

Councillors Smith and Hulin felt 
that due to-the limited amount of 
money to be spent the sewerage plant 
should be erected on the Tanner pro- 
perty on Furnace Street, which would 
allow additional waterworks and sew- 
erage services to be installed which 
would include part of St. Lawrence 
Street east and Elgin Street past the 
two schools. Councillors McGowan 
and Rivers felt that although the 
number of services would be reduced 
the disposal plant should be built on 
the Danford property. Reeve Kincaid 
decided the matter by voting to build 
on the Danford property. 

At a former meeting a contract for 
$162,700 was awarded the Diamond 
Construction Co., subject to the ap- 
proval of the Municipal Board. This 
contract was at unit prices and con- 
tained a clause that the amount of 
work to be done could be increased or 
deleted at the discretion of the Coun- 
cil. Councillors McGowan and Rivers 
voted to call for new tenders and 


Hulin and Smith felt that the con- 


tract should be left with the Diamond 
Construction Co. Reeve Kincaid again 
decided the issue by voting to leave 


the contract with the Diamond Con- 


struction Co.

KIWANIANS HEAR 
ADDRESS ON ATLANTIC 
COMMERCIAL FISHING 


The speaker at the weekly Kiwanis 
dinner last Friday was Dr. +S. A. 
Beatty, a brother of Kiwanian Dr. 
§. R. Beatty. Dr. Beatty ‘resides in 
Halifax and is director of the Atlan- 
tic Fisheries Research Board of Can- 
ada and last week was elected Pre- 
sident of the Chemical Institute of 
Canada. The speaker, who has made 
his home in Halifax since graduating 
from McGill University in 1929 with 
his Doctor of Philosophy degree, took 
as his subject Commercial Fishing off 
the Coast of Nova Scotia. The ad- 
dress was most interesting and infor- 
mative and in an informal manner 
and by the aid of drawings the speak- 
er showed the type of boats and 
equipment used in the early days and 
also today. The industry was first de- 
veloped when it was discovered that 
the soil was poor and it was much 
more profitable to fish than to farm. 
The methods of fishing were explain- 
ed and their storage, etc. What im- 
pressed most of his listeners was the 
fact that today, although hundreds 
of fons of fish are taken annually 
the fish population is increasing.

Then with the capriciousness for 
which our Canadian climate must 
surely be getting famous the wea- 


ther changed again. We needed 
soups more than salads; hot drinks 
rather than the iced variety. We 


shut up the doors and some of the 
windows and in the evening we 
had a fire in the kitchen and a bit 
in the furnace too, 

However, maybe the cooler wea- 
ther was responsible for my. hav- 
ing a job done for’ me which per- 
haps wouldn’t even have been start- 
ed had the weather remained hot. 
Anyway, four energetic young 
people got busy with pails and rags, 
and washed all the muresco” off 
the ceiling of the room that is next 
in line for-being attacked with roller 


and water-paint. So new, to my 
way of thinking, the worst part 
of.the job is done.

Sunday afternoon we had a very 
interesting and enjoyable experi- 
ence. We had heard that up country, 
not so very many miles from here, 
there were beavers at work and we 
thought a real beaver dam might 
be worth investigating—the Exhi- 
bition variety being the only ones 
most of us had seen.’ 

We drove along a very narrow 
country road—so narrow that two 
cars could. pass only by having 
their two off-side wheels off the 
road—and was I glad it was Bob 
who was driving! To get to the 
dam. we: had to walk about half 


‘a mile through the bush until we 


came to the stream. In one place 
we didn’t need anyone to tell us 
beavers had been at work. Several 
tall silver birch, about 6 inches in 
diameter, lay across the stream, and 
had been cut dgwn by these mar- 
vellous little animals. Quite evi- 
dently a new dam was in the mak- 
ing./ Knowing there was more than 
that to see we continued on our 
way, pushing through underbrush, 
stumbling over the rocks . and 
stones, and trying to evade the 
marshy bogholes that were -every- 
where. Then in a bit of a clearing 
there was the dam! We had heard 
it’ was about’ fifty or sixty feet 
wide but it looked to us to be, 
nearer a hundred and it,was hqlding 
back a tremendous amount of wa- 
ter. In fact, although we had not 
seen it, others whom we met told 
us that quite a stretch of road, 
further up the line, was flooded 
on account of the water the dam 
was holding back. 

I suppose, like other folk, I had 
heard: of beaver dams and knew 
pretty well what to expect ‘but 
actually seeing it is something else 
again. As far as we could. figure. 
it out each dam is started by the 
beavers felling trees in such a way 


that they fall horizontally across 
the creck or stream a few feet 
apart. Then they build their dam 
by filling in between the ‘trees 
with brush, small trees, stones, 
grasses and weeds, bound together 
with mud. Naturally as the body 


of water increases they 
and higher.

befivers live on roots, bark and 
water plants and they always con- 
gregate in families.» Their work is 
done at night—which accounts for 
the fact that we did not see any 
beavers, although with this remark- 
able evid confronting us we 
certainly little doubt of their 
existence. When we were -finally 
ready the dam we found 
to face with several 
head of young cattle coming down 
for a drink, so we decided to fol- 
low the cowpath as-a way out of 
the bush—and it was a far quicker 
and easier way to travel than the 
way we had chosen to come in. 
Back in. the car we thought we 
would go on up the road if it 
wasn't too badly flooded. We 
watched other cars come through 
without any mishap so Bob figured

the June Bug could take it too, 
And she did—with the water’ up 
to her axles. 

Well, having seen the dam, {, 


for one, wanted more particulars, 
so this morning | began making 
inquiries. I learned that in August, 
1949, the local Sportsman's Club 
managed to procure two beavers, 
one of each sex, which they placed 
in the bush. The Department of 
Lands and Forests also contri- 
buted two and the four beavers were 
then left to their own devices. 
Since they propagate fairly rapidly, 
and always live in families, it 1s 
surely safe to assume that. their 
number has doubled. 

With soil and water conservation 
such a vital problem it would seem 
that the industrious beaver could 
be used more often than it is. 
Perhaps this ‘project ‘could be du- 
plicated in other counties.

How would you feel if you were 
accused of a crime you didn’t com- 
mit? Indignant, of course; but the 
English legal system is acknowl- 
edged to-be the best m the world, 
giving “the most chances to the 
prisoner at the bar, so if you're 
innocent you'll be acquitted. There’s 
no reason for worrying. 


Yet, if it were me. I know that 
I would worry writes Cyril Ramsay 
Jones, in “Answers.”

Ifer letters contained a great saga 
of her battle with her father and 
sister, who wanted her to give up 
Ltywaters.

the oferatic plot to murder her 
husband. She never intended it to 
be carried out. Indeed, as Bywaters 
said, there never was a. plan at 
al. But because he transformed 
fiction into fact, they both went 
to the ‘gallows. 

Mr. Lustgarten den not hold 
Edith Thompson blameless, but he 
does maintain that she was not 
guilty of murder. For to live a life 
apart in “an endless romanti¢ tale” 
is one thing; and to intend a man’s 
death and to arrange for someone 
else to compass it is quite another. 
The jury were not convinced, or 
élse refused to see this distinction 
and sent Edith Thompson to the 
gallows. 

Were the jury prejudiced? It is 
to the danger of prejudicial juries 
that Mr. Lustgarten. directs his 
most telling eloquence. Whatever 
we may think of the character or 
behavior of the accused, as jurors 
we are concerned with the evidence 
only, 

If on that evidence we find the 
prisoner guilty we have done our 
duty. But if, becatise of our own 
preconceived ideas, we deny the 
prisoner the benefit of any reason- 
able doubt to which he is entitled, 
we ourselves are guilty of that 
frightening moral crime known as 
mniscarriage of justice.

Poison Ivy 


Your arm begins to itch. You 
rub it again and again. A rash de- 


yelops followed by inflamniation of . 


the skin. When the inflamed area 
begins to spread and sma!l watery 
blisters form, the itch becomes 
maddening. These developments 
may occur in a few hours or may 
take several days. Poison ivy, Bor+ 
gia of the countryside has struck. 


Found in every province, poison 
ivy grows in greatest profusion in 
Ontario and western Quebec. 
From Quebec City eastward it is 
found less frequently, and from 
Winnipeg to the Pacific coast grows 
mainly at lake and woodland re- 
sorts. 

Poison ivy grows as a trailing 
vine or an upright plant The 
leaves, arranged alternately on 
woody stems, are composed of 
three smaller leaflets. In early 
stmmer small whitish flowers ap- 
pear in the axils of the leaves. 
Clusters of greenish yellow fruit 
which gradually turn white, succeed 
the flowers in some locations. 


The toxic substance in poison ivy 
is called “urushiol” which is con- 
tained in the leaves, flowers, fruit, 
stems or roots. It may persist for 
months on gloves, tools, shoes and 
picnic outfits. Dogs, cats and other 
animals may transmit it to humans. 
It is even claimed that particles of 
it are carried in the smoke from 
burning ivy. 

Treatment for ivy poisoning con- 
sists of washing affected parts with 
laundry soap and warm water im- 
mediately after contact. Washing 
with alcohol, kerosene or gasoline 
aré alternatives, Potassium perman- 
ganate solution and calamine lotion 
are recommended for certain cases. 
of poison ivy dermatitis. 


Woodlot Farming 


Brings Real Revenue 


Modern tree farming has anade 
wood the second most important 
ccrop produced on the 680-acre 
Half-Mile High stock farm of Wal- 
lace Hanline,.Grant County, West 
Virginia.

selective cutting, Hanline harvested 


a quartter million board feet of 
hardwood netting him $5,500, 
Only through scientifie woodlot 
management has this woodlot farm- 
er been able to realize his success. 
Four generations of highly success- 
ful fire prevention practices and re- 
stocking with young seedlings has 
transformed once thought of waste 
land into a cash crop. “ay 


Commenting on~ this increased 
farming revenue, several experts 


feel that many Canadian farmers — 


could enjoy this- also. Efficient cut- 
ting of timber and elimination of 
wastes .would allow for increased 
yields and prevent destruction of 
the country’s precious woodlands. 

Cutting should be timed to im- 
provve the quality of the woodlot 
agd increase cash returns. Im- 
provement cutting betters grow- 
ing conditions in the woods, Thin- 
ning gives the more valuable species 
room to develop and release-cut- 
ting controls growth of undesirable 
saplings. Finally there are utiliza- 
tion cuttings which prepare logs al 
sale or fire wood.
